Continued Prosecution Application 



1 . The request filed on 26 April 2002 for a Continued Prosecution Application (CPA) under 
37 CFR 1.53(d) based on parent Application No. 09/535088 is acceptable and a CPA has been 
established. An action on the CPA follows. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

The invention of claims 1 and 18-23 reads on zinc finger proteins comprising patentably 
distinct sequences. Each sequence is patentably distinct because they are unrelated sequences, 
and a restriction is applied to the inventions of claims 1 and 18-23. 

Examination will be restricted to only the elected sequence. 

3. A telephone call was made to Dahna S. Pasternak on 06 May 2002 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR
